Each of them had 
his own definition of graft. So the definition 
was deferred until the Thursday meeting. 
Mr. GottHeb is supposed to be Mr. Bartzen’s 
special friend on the committee. 

Every alderman has a well defined idea 
of what constitutes graft,“ said Ald, Finn. 
My idea is that a grafting alderman is a 
man who sells his vote for money or for any 
other consideration—who betrays his trust. 
I consider such a man is worse than one who 
loots’a bank or rifles a cach drawer.“ 

Attorney O'Shaughnessy maintained that 
Commissioner  Bartzen had presented 
enough evidence to the committee to sub- 
stantiate hie charge that there were grafters 
among the aldermen. ) 


Urges Reference to Grand Jury. 

The matter of the Kesner lease, said he, 
“should be presented to the grand jury, 
which alone can get at the bottom ofit. The 
committee will not do its full duty unless it 
takes this action. Notwithstanding the fact 
that this committee has no power to compel 
the attendance of witnesses or to administer 
oaths, it has been brought out that Ald. 
Foreman and Ald. Bennett, according to 
their testimony, expected to secure 88,000 
square feet for the city. They stated that 
such an arrangement had been made by Mr. 
Kesner and his agent. Mr. Kesner and his 
agent have testified to the contrary. Some 
one has told a falsehood, and if this case ig 
taken to the grand jury we can ascertain 
who is responsible for this falsehood.

Implies Lack of Intelligence. 

“It looks as if Commissioner Bartzen, 
when he said that some aldermen didn’t 
understand his business, knew what he was 
talking about. Several members of this 
committee have testified they did not know 
whether they were paying for the inside or 
the outside of the building. An office boy 
who didn’t know better than that would be 
discharged. 5 

“ Ald. Bennett, chairman of the finance 
committee, has testified that he did not know 
that the city was mulcted out of $2,000 a 
year water rent under the Kesner lease. The 
resolution drawn up dy him providing for 
the lease of the building contained no men- 
tion of the number of feet to be in the build- 
ing or of water rent. How are you going to 
excuse such conduct? 

“Laxity in public life is what leads to 
graft. This Keener lease has developed a 
chain of aldermen. shifting responsibility 
from first to last. If an alderman or any one 
else imposes on the public he should be called 
to account, There is a statute against con- 
fidence games and there should be punish- 
ment for the person or persons who operate 
a confidence game on the city, just as much 
as for a person who operates a confidence 
game on an individual.“ 


Assails Aldermen by Name. 

Mr. O'Shaughnessy said that the evidence 
showed that Ald. Schermann had accep 
$20 from a citizen for violating the building 
ordinance, and that the testimony of the al- 
derman’s wife that he had left the money in 
his desk would not be considered evidence in 
a criminal prosecution. The committee, he 
said, could decide whether this was grafting. 

He called attention to the fact that Ald.

This report, 
bearing the signatures of Dr. Cornelia De 
Bey, Mrs. Emmons Blaine, John J. Sonsteby, 
Louie F. Post, and P. Shelly O’Ryan, was 
presented to the school management com- 
mittee yesterday and deferred for two weeks. 
Ite backers declared it would prove as " revo- 
lutionary in its results as the Post re- 
port abolishing promotional testa. 


Effect of Despotic Methods. 

Now, inasmuch as teachers are neither 
soulless machines to be despotically manipu- 
lated by master hands, nor soldiers with no 
other function than unquestioning obedience, 
nor mechanical producers of the inanimate 
commodities of the factory, but are the per- 
sonal guardians and guides of the children 
they teach,“ say the school trustees, their 
hearty and intelligent co6peration in promot- 
ing the educational policies of the board le 
not to be secured by methods of management 
which are, or seem to them to be, despotic. 
If they ne the weight of despotic hands, the 
less assertive among them will cringe in their 
official intercourse with euperiors in author- 
ity and be despotic in turn in their official 
intercourse with subordinates. Thus per- 
pet uating itself, the despotic or decree pro- 
mulgating policy must inevitably rest upon 
the pupils, tending to turn some of them into 
little learning machines and others into little 
= inatead of making eager students of 
all.“ 


Bouquet for Federation. 

Then the committee throws a bouquet at 
the teachers’ federation: 

“This idea of an official organization of 
the teaching force for advisory purposes long 
has been urged by the Chicago Teachers’ fed- 
eration, one of the most useful civic and 
educational organizations of the city, as a 
fundamental method of harmonizing and in- 
creasing the efficiency of all parts of the 
school system. Its value is recognized by 
the educational committee, of the charter 
convention. It has, moreover, had the ap- 
proval of some of the most distinguished 
educators of the United States.“ N 

Then the committee recommends that: 

Full legislative, judicial, and executive 
power remain with the board of education. 

Superintendent be given full power of ad- 
ministration on the educational side as the 
servant of the board. 

The teachers organize “ councils’ in each 
school, said councils "’ to send delegates to 
a district council,” and the latter to send 
delegates to a central council.“ 

The educational councils” now in per- 
functory existence revise their constitutions 
to bring them within the scope indicated, 
and be “ hereby officially recognized as an 
official advisory organization of the teaching 
body.”’ 

Clash Deferred. 

The expected clash over Supt. Cooley's re- 
quest for the appointment of three district 
superintendents did not materialize. At the 
request of P. Shelly O’Ryan the matter was 
deferred to a special meeting to be called ly 
Miss Addams. The radicals are not friendly 
to the three whom Supt. Cooley has named— 
Orville T. Bright, Miss Minnie Cowan, and 
W. C. Rosster. They wish also to increase 
the number of district superintendents to ten. 

The teachers’ federation was overruled by 
the committee in its request for an investiga- 
tion into the declaration of Trustee R. A. 
White that the federation was a secret or- 
ganization, and that its members were guilty 
of browbeating teachers who did not be- 
long. On a motion of P. Shelly O' Ryan, the 
trustees placed the communication on file, on 
the ground that it mentioned no names and 
was too vague in its terms. 

Principal Hiram B. Loomis of the Hyde 
Park High school was selected by the school 
management committee as one of the mem- 
bers on the new examining board for teachers 
instituted by the Post report. Supt. Cooley 
named Principal Robert C. Lowry of the 
Wicker Park school as the second member. 
The selection of the third will be made by 
Mrs. Ella F. Young and the faculty of the 
Normal school. 


Extension Classes to Continue. 

In spite of the abolition of the promo- 
tional examinations the board proposes to 
go on with the teachers’ extension classes. 
Bulletins to this effect will be sent to all the 


schools. 
The baking powder trust has appeaied 


to the board for permission to furnish, gratis, 
baking powder for use in the domestic science 
classes. The school management committee 
decided to leave the decision to the Domestic 
Science Teachers’ club. 


HITS PRESENT DAY SCHOOL. 


Wisconsin State Superintendent De- 
clares It Antiquated, Unprogress- 
ive, Snobbish, Untrained. 


Milwaukee, Wis., Dec. 28.—Charles P. Gary, 
state superintendent of publio instruction, 
in an address before the Wisconsin Teachers’ 
association convention today criticised the 
lack of progress during the last half century 
in country schools, declared that teachers 
were untrained, buildings dilapidated, and 
county superintendents afraid to do their 
duty; arraigned the normals for imitating the 
colleges, condemned snobbish university pro- 
fessors, declared that universities are medie- 
val in their ideas of a proper course of study, 
and condemned the ambition of faculties to 
build up extensive post-graduate schools.

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UN WILLING JURY 
INDICTS PERKINS

Not the least interesting part of the grand 


jury procedure was the friction between 


many of the jurors and District Attorney 
Jerome. The grand jury took up the in- 
vestigation Dec. 18 and a number of wit- 
nesses were examined. Some of the grand 
jurors couldn't see how any official of the 
New York Life could be guilty of a crime 
when the money didn’t get into his own pock- 


Jerome was soon apprised of this feeling by 
the pertinent questions of some of the jurors 
and their arguments. 

Finally the district attorney took three 
hours to sum up evidence pointing out just 
where the law had been violated and in how 
many instances, Mr, Jerome made another 
speech after that and the grand jury took 
what is understood to have been an informal 


were not twelve members in the eighteen

Indictments Forced by Jerome. 


Then Mr. Jerome made another speech, 
and it was a pretty hot one. He said the law 
had been violated and it was the duty of the 
grand jury to indict. Furthermore, he said, 
it was the duty of the grand jury, which was 
the sole judge of the facts of the case, to take 
the law from him. He called for indictments 
and said if there weren’t indictments he 
would take the grand jury before Recorder 
Goff, and then something might happen. 

If Jerome had been compelled to do that he 
would have asked Recorder Goff to resubmit 
the case to the grand jury, then he would 
have had to explain his reasons for resubmit- 
ting the evidence. In that event Recorder 
Goff would probably have instructed the 
grand jurors that it was their duty to take 
Mr. Jerome's advice on law. 

But it didn't get to that point. Many of 
the grand jurors insisted that if there were 
to be indictments something should go with 
them. Jerome had no objection to that, and 
the jurors passed a resolution which later, 
at the suggestion of Jerome, was embodied 
in the presentment. 

It was near 1 o'clock when the grand jury 
marched into Recorder Goff'’s court, where 
the trial of Col. William D. Mann of Town 
Topics was going on, and interrupted a burn- 
ing speech by Martin W. Littleton on the 
innocence of the bewhiskered colonel. Lewis 
L. Delafield, counselor for Mr. Perkins, had 
entered the courtroom a few minutes before 
with Mr. Perkins, who didn’t seem much 
disturbed. They were accompanied by Mr. 
Morgan and Mr. Dodge. It took a little 
time to get seats, as the courtroom was 


crow ded. 


Presentment Surprises Court. 

The grand jury got right down to business. 
Russell B. —— foreman, handed up twelve 
indictments, six against each of the de- 
fenéants. Then Mr. Hyde said he had a pre- 
sentment, and the recorder told him to read 
it, which he did in a strong, clear voice. 
The presentment said: 

“That in filing the bills of indictment 
against two persons for offenses committed 
in connection with the affairs of the New 
York Life Insurance company, the grand 
jurors desire to record their conviction that 
in doing the acts charged the defendants 
solely were influenced by a desire to benefit 
the policy holders of the New York Life In- 
surance company; that the defendants them- 
selves neither did nor could in any way 
personally profit from the acts done; that 
evidence conclusively showed that large 
pecuniary benefit was derived by the policy 
holders as a consequence of these acts.“ 

When the meaning of the language of the 
presentment struck those in the courtroom 
there were expressions of surprise, The 
recorder discharged the jury, and immediate- 
ly Jerome stepped up and said that as one of 
the defendants, Perkins, was in court, it 
might facilitate matters if the question of 
bail was settled at once. He suggested bail 
be fixed at $2,000 on each of the six indict- 
ments. 

“The district attorney apparently has not 
taken into consideration the grand jury's 
presentment,” remarked Mr. Delafield. 


No Trouble About Bail. 

“The t forms no part of these 
indlotments.“ said Recorder Goff, interrupt- 
ing Delafield. It does not mean any official 
action by the grand jury. It simply is a 
resolution, and has no more effect than a 
recommendation for mercy in passing sen- 
tence.”

Charge Almost Outlawed. 

The indictments show the records of the 
transaction on which Mr. Perkins is accused 
of forgery were made in the books of the 
New York Life Insurance company on Dec. 
31, 1901, which means there were only three 
days left in which to file dndictments, as the 
charge would have been butlawed under the 
statute. of limitations, which is five years. 
That was one reason why Jerome wag_so in- 
sistent that action be taken by this grand 
jury. 

Mr. Perkins was chairman of the finance 
committee of the New York Life, and Mr. 
Fairchild was trustee of the company and a 
member of the finance committee, and also 
president of the New York Security Trust 
company at the time. It is charged they 
feloniously made in the books of the com- 
pany—blotter, ledger, and cash book—false 
entries to conceal the true nature of the stock 
transaction. 

In each book were entries showing the sale 
of 10,000 shares of Chicago and Northwest- 
ern preferred stock and 5,800 shares of Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee and St. Paul preferred 
stock. Eight thousand shares of Chicago 
Northwestern were down on the books as a 
sale to the Security company, and 65,000 
shares of the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. 
Paul were down as having been sold to the 
same company. There was another record of 
2,000 shares of Chicago and Northwestern 
and 300 shares Chicago, Milwaukee and St. 
Paul having been sold to the Central Na- 
tional bank of this city. 

The six indictments is accounted for by the 
fact that there were two entries in each 
book and there were three books. Each indict- 
ment, however, simply carries out the trans- 
action from k to book. 

Deal Profitable for Company. 

On Jan. 29,1902, the sale of stock to the 
Security company was converted into a loan. 
Two employés of the New York Life—H. H. 
Mattison, bookkeeper, and George Marshall, 
negro porter—«iving notes. The Mattison 
note was for $1,500,000, and Marshall's note 
for $1,547,000. The stock was supposed to be 
put up as collateral. “ 

In May the same year the Northwestern 
stock was sold. The St. Paul stock was sold 
in lots until December, 1903. On the North- 
western stock the company made a profit of 
$250,000, and on the St. Paul stock the com- 
pany lost $90,000, the whole transaction re- 
sulting in a profit of about $160,000 to the 
company. 

At the time of the transaction the New 
York Life had control of the Security com- 
pany. It was at the same time the Prussian 
government refused to allow ineurance com- 
panies which carried industrials to do busi- 
ness in its territory. It is charged the trans- 
actions were made in the manner they were 
so the stock might not be dumped in the mar- 
ket at a logs. a 


LIFE INSURANCE MEN ORGANIZE 


Fourteen Presidents of Companies At- 
tend Meeting Declared for Purpose 
of Improving Conditions. 


New York, Dec. 28.—The Association of Life 
Insurance Presidents was organized a. a 
meeting in the Waldorf-Astoria hotel today 
and a constitution and bylaws adopted. 

Ten of the fourteen presidents who attend- 
ed the meeting voted in favor of the adoption 
of the constitution and bylaws, the others 
being excused from voting until they can con- 
sult with their boards of directors. They 
were given until Jan. 15 to vote by mall, and 
the meeting adjourned until Jan. 17, when an 
executive committee will be chosen, 

The objects of the association are set forth 
to be the improvement of the life Insurance 
business by the inaugufation of better prac- 
tices, with the aim of ultimately increasing 
dividends and thereby reducing the cost of 
life insurance to policy holders. It was an- 
nounced that it will be the policy of the new 
association to publicly present the merits of 
life insurance whenever and wherever the 
interests of policy holders are assailed.

TOUGH WHITES MURDERERS. 


Recent Rioting in Georgia City, in 
Which Twelve Persons Were Killed 
and Seventy Injured, Blamed on 
Worst Element of White Popula- 
tien—Mob’s Victims in Every Case 
Honest, Industrious Citisens—Rob- 
bery as Well as Murder Charged. 


Atlanta, Ga., Dec. 28.—[Special. }—The com- 
mittee of business men appointed to inves- 
tigate the recent race riots in Atlanta made 
its report public today. The report blames 
the “tough element of the white populae- 
tion for the rioting and adds: | 

Among the victims of the mob there was 
not a single vagrant. They were earning 
wages in useful work up to the time of the 
riots. They. were supporting themselves 
and families or dependent relatives. Most 
of the dead left small children and widows, 
mothers, or sisters, with practically no 
means and only a small earning capacity. 


Honest Citizens the Victims. 

“About seventy persons were wounded; 
among these there was an immense amount 
of suffering. In some cases it was prolonged 
and excruciating pain. Many of the wounded 
are disfigured and several are permanently 
disabled. Most of them were in humble 
circumstances, but they were honest, indus- 
trious, and law abiding citizens and useful 
members of society. 

As twelve persons were killed and seventy 
were murderously assaulted, it is clear that 
several hundred murderers or would-be mur- 
derere are at large in the community. Al- 
though less than three months have passed 
since the riots, events have demonstrated 
that a slaughter of the innocent does not 
deter the criminal class from committing 
erimes, since crimes of rape and robbery 
have been committed in the city during that 
time. 

Robbery as Well as Murder. 

“A slaughter of the innocent does, how- 
ever, drive away good citizens, From one 
small neighborhood twenty-five families have 
gone. 

„The crimes of the mob included robbery 
as well as murder, and in a number of.cases 
the property of innocent and unoffending 
people was taken.“ 

The committee has distributed $10,000, 
given by business men to aid negro victims 


of the riots. 


Another Outrage at EI Reno. 

El Reno, Okla., Dec. 28.—While resisting 
an attempted holdup in his laundry tonight, 
Lee Sung, a Chinaman, wes shot and dan- 
gerously wounded by an unknown negro 
who wore the uniform of the United States 
army. The assailant escaped. Soldiers from 
Fort Reno, the sheriff's force, potice, and 
citizens are searching for him. 

The numerous outra perpetrated by ne- 
groes, believed to be discharged soldiers of 
the Twenty-fifth infantry, have aroused 
public sentiment to white heat, 

Lee Sung was alone in his laundry when 
the negro entered and pointing a pistol at 
him, demanded his money, The Chinaman 
attempted to draw a revolver and the negro 
fired, the bullet entering Lee Sung’s abdo- 
men. He says his assailant was dressed in 
full uniform. It is not known whether the 
man ig a member of the negro troops now 
stationed at Fort Reno or one of the dis- 
charged soldiers. Some of those dismissed 
for participation in the Brownsville riots 
carried their yniforms away with them. 

Maj. Penrose, commandant at Fort Reno, 
tonight refused to make any statement re- 
garding a report that he hes a clew to the 
identity of the negro, believed to be a dis- 
charged soldier of the Twenty-fifth infantry, 
who shot and seriously wounded Capt. Edgar 
B. Macklin a week ago: It is believed here 
that the man will be in custody within a short 
time. 


Citizens Tell of Brownsville Outrage. 


Browneville, Tex., Dec. 28.—In the investi- 
gation into the riotous acts here, alleged 
to have been committed by members of the 
Twenty-fifth infantry, colored, being con- 
ducted by Assistant United States Attorney 
General M. D. Purdy at the instance of 
President Roosevelt here, George W. Ren- 
dall, a retired business man, and his wife 
testified today that they saw soldiers shoot- 
ing from the inside of the garrison wall on 
the night of the outrage, the soldiers after- 
ward jumping over the wall and invading 
the town. In all twenty citizens testified 
practically to the same effect.

CONSOLIDATION—The management of 
the parks shall become a department of the 
city government.

T MAYOR—The mayor shall be elect- 
ed for a term of four years. He shall have 
a right to a seat in the council, but shall 
have no vote.

Cole Knocks Off the Chip. 


All would have been well and the resolu- 
tion would have been laid to rest if Mr. Cole, 
militant reformer, had not decided to knock 
the chip off Mr. Post's shoulder. He sprang 
to the ramparts with a motion bringing up 
a resolution of John G. Shedd providing that 
no city employé could join a labor organiza- 
tion and still retain his place in the city 
service. 

The peace makers took to flight, and the bat- 
tle was on. James Linehan spoke fervently 
of the benefits resulting from labor organiza- 
tions, deprecating the unfortunate situation 
which had arisen in the convention. 

It is unfair to slap 200,000 members of 
labor organizations by the consideration of 
such a resolution,“ he declared vehemently. 

1 don't wish to be misunderstood,” said 
Mr. Cole. “I am not in favor of all that is 
contained in Mr. Shedd's resolution. I would 
have Mr. Linehan understand that. I believe 
in labor organizations. I am opposed to the 
affiliation of school teachers with such an 
organization. I should not have called this 
resolution up if I had not thought that Mr. 
Post had been treated unfairly. Mr. Butler 
is not attacked. Mr. Post has been, and to 
give a full and free discussion to the propo- 
sition, an end Mr. Post was endeavoring to 
secure, I have called up the resolution.” 


Post for “Working in the Open.”’ 


The members of this convention applaud- 
ed Mr. Butler,“ said Mr. Post. I believe in 
working in the open, and I give them the 
opportunity to work in the open now. I in- 
dorse everything that Mr. Linehan has said 
about labor organizations, and with especial 
reference to the teachers’ federation. This 
organization has done more good for the 
schools than the Merchants’ club or any 
other organization, and has done it in spite 
of the opposition of the board of education 
itself, the city officials, and the board of 
equalization."’ 

» do not oppose the Teachers federation 
in itself, Mr. Cole explained. “I am op- 
posed to ite affiliation with the federation 
of labor.

R. A. White on Federation. 

This brought the Rev. R. A. White to his 
feet. He asserted that the teachers had 
affiliated with the federation of labor after 
they had won their tax fight and not during 
it, and that during the fight they had the 
assistance and sympathy of a large number 
of citizens and the active opposition of none 
except those directly interested in the cor- 
porations they were fighting. 

He asserted that the man who could not 
distinguish an objection to the affiliation 
of the teachers with the federation of labor 
from an objection to their federation itself 
was incapable of being just and he declared 
that Chicago was coming face to face with 
an emergency which it would have to meet 
and which was being caused by the affiliation 
of public employés with labor organizations 

Labor unions are proper,“ he declared. 
“They have accomplished untold good for 
the workingmen, but they represent one side 


in a question and are admittedly on the de- 
fensive or offensive towards the other side, 
which is capital. 

Public employés are paid by all the peo- 
ple. Where there could be no objection to 
laboring men combining to fight their bat- 
tles with capital, there is an objection to 
the organization of city employés to affiliate 
with one of the sides in this struggle. 

The people of this city must face these 
conditions. There is an organization of fire- 
men already beginning to prove itself detrt- 
mental to the city. I admire the leaders of 
the Teachers’ federation, but I object to 
their leading a section of the teaching force 
into affiliation with the Federation of Labor. 

I have preached in the pulpit and out for 
the right of laboring men to organize, but I 
deny that any body of city employés, paid 
by the whole people, has any right to ally. 
itself with any. section of citizens in an at- 
tempt to domineer over any other section, 
whether they ally themselves with- capital 
or with labor.“

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Heavy Snow | Storm of Last 
Few Days Responsible 
for Train Collision. 


DANGER SIGNALS FAI. 


Nine Persons Frozen to Death; 
Many Disasters to Ship- 
ping. Are Feared. 


DUNDBE, Scotland, Dec. 286.—In a railroad 
collision, caused indirectly by the heavy snow 
storm of the last few days, sixteen pereons 
have been killed and over thirty injured. 
The accident occurred near Arbroath, on the 
North British railroad, between Edinburgh 
and Aberdeen, and some distance north of 
here, Among the persons infured is Alex- 
ander Wiliam Black member of the house of 
commons from Banffshire, Scotland. 

The accident is attributed to the heavy fall 
of snow, owing to which trains from London 
for Aberdeen were held up at Arbroath.

Vast Region in Storm’s ‘Grasp. 

LONDON, Dec. 28.—It is many years since 
central Europe generally has suffered so 
severely from an arctic visitation as it has 
this Christmas week. From France, Bel- 
gium, Switzerland, Germany, and Austria 
Hungary the same tale is repeated of heavy 
now storms, the interruption of railnoad, 
vehicular, and telegraphic communication, 
the loss of life, and general inconvenience 
in the towns as well as in the country dis- 
triets. 5 

While Great Britain is, as a rule, fortunate 
in escaping severe winter weather, it has 
suffered this year to an almost unprecedented 
degree. According to the reports received 
tonight from northern points in the United 
Kingdom the storm situation is growing 
worse. The heavy snow storms which began 
several days ago continue. They are accom- 
panied by violent gales and even thunder 
storms in some places. Railroad traffic in 
the northern part of England, especially in 
Scotland., is becoming completely tied up. 
The telegraphic services are greatly dis- 
organized and would be completely so but for 
the extension In recent years of the under- 
ground system of laying the wires. The 
snow etorms continue with equal severity 
in northern Wales and in Ireland. 

None of the trains that left London on 
Thursday over the Midland railway has yet 
reached Edinburgh, while in all other direc- 
tions conditions are bad. 


Disasters to Shipping. 

The gales have caused many minor casual- 
ties along the coasts. A telegram from Holy- 
head says it is learned there that an unknown 
vessel has foundered off Rhoseolyn point, 
Wales. Distress rockets were sent up last 
night and a lifeboat put out and searched for 
hours, but found no sign of the vessel in dis- 
tress. It is thought the vessel went down. 

Among the worst sea disasters thus far 
reported is the wreck of the Japanese liner 
Awa Maru through the snapping of its anchor 
cable. No lives were lost, but the steamer, 
which is on the rocks off Redcar, threatens 
to become a total loss. 

Several other vessels are in distress in the 
outer road of Holyhead, and grave fears are 
entertained for their safety. 

All further attempts to refloat the Belfast 
steamer Ormiey, which is stranded on the 
Foreshore near Dover, have been futile. A 
lifeboat stood by the Ormley for fifty hours. 
The life men suffered severely, their clothes 
freezing fast to their bodies. 

Several vessels have been assisted into 
Dover. The steamer. Elinor of Plymouth 
reached port after having its sails blown 
away. The schooner Cambrian had a nar- 
row escape from being blown ashore. The 
bark Regia struck the Goodwin Sands on 
Christmas day. The crew took to the boats, 
and after much hardship succeeded in reach- 
ing the Goodwin lightship. 

A large unknown steamer is reported in 
distress off Scarborough. It hae been send- 
ing up rockets for relief for several hours, 
but the sea is so rough that it is impossible 
to launch a lifeboat. 

There is heavy weather in the Irish sea, 
and huge waves are breaking over the Fish- 
guard harbor breakwater. The Irish mail 
service is being conducted with great di- 


eulty. 
Ship Lost; One of Crew Saved. 
CORUNNA, Spain, Dec. 28.—The Spanish 
fishing steamer Primero has foundered ina 
storm. All of its crew were lost with the ex- 
ception of one. 


MAKE PEACE IN DAMARALAND. 


Reported at Capetown That German 
Forces and Warring Hereroes 
Have Signed Truce Pact. 


CAPETOWN, Dec. 28.—It is reported here 
from the German border that a peace pact 
between the German forces and the warring 
Hereroes has been signed in Damaraland. 

A serious uprising by the Hereros occurred 
in German’ Southwest Africa in January, 
1904, and has given great trouble for close 
on to three years. The pursuit of this war 
has been unpopular in Germany. The gov- 
ernment took the standpoint that the colo- 
nies were a national duty and that Ger- 
many’s position in the world should be pre- 
served by the \successful conduct of the 
Southwest African campaign. The dissolu- 
tion of the German reichstag on Dec. 13 oc- 
curred after the defeat by 178 votes to 168 
of the government’s bill for a supplement- 
ary appropriation to support the German 
troops in the fleld. The war in Africa has 
been described in Germany as profitiess, 
costly, and inglorious, and the refusal of the 
chamber to pass the supplementary credits 
amounting to $7,350,000 to meet the expenses 
of the war showed its unpopularity with the 
national representatives. 

Germany at present has in the neighbor- 
hood of 12,000 men in Southwest Africa. That 
this war has been costly is evidenced by the 
fact that had the supplementary credit 
asked for by the government been passed it 
would have cost the German treasury a total 
of $176,500,000. '

FRANCE TRIES TO AVOID 
WAR WITH THE VATICAN. 


Senate Votes to Accept Principle of the 
New Religious Law—Will Pass It 
Today. 


PARIS, Dec. 28.—The senate has conclud- 
ed the general debates, the new church meas- 
ure, and the principle of the bill was voted 
today by 187 yeas to 87 nays. There only 
remains the discussion of the details of the 
various sections, and it is expected that this 
will be completed tomorrow. 

In the course of the debate Minister of Edu- 
cation Briand called forth repeated salvos 
of applause by assurances of the govern- 
ment's determination not to enter upon 
superfiuous negotiations with Rome, not to 
sacrifice its dignity by abandoning the pro- 
posed reforms, and not to accede to the 
vatican’s evident desire for persecution, to 
which e government had replied with an 
offer of legislation more liberal than pertains 
in any other country. The vatican, how- 
ever, declared M. Briand had refused liberty 
as its worst enemy. 

The bill did not violate the spiritual influ- 
ence of the hierarchy, continued the minister 
of education, and proof of this statement was 
to be foun din the fact that many bishops. 
clergymen, and influential laymen congidered 
the law of 1905 acceptable, but were com- 
pelled to refrain from submission thereto be- 
cause of their obedience to Rome, which the 
speaker described as resembling slavery.

OMSK, Asiatic Russia, Dec. 28.—Gen. Lit- 
vinoff, governor of the province of Akmo- 
liisk, was assassinated in the street close to 
his office today by two unknown men. The 
attack was made in broad daylight, Themen 
were armed with revolvers and six shots were 
effective. The assassins escaped in a cab. 


588 Arrests in Three Days. 

ST. PETERSBURG, Dec. 28.—The “ Fiy- 
ing Section of the secret police, according 
to a report of Prefect von Der Launitz. made 
588 arrests in this city during the last three 
days.

VAN HISE ALMOST DROWNS 
WHILE SKATING AT MADISON. 


President of the University of Wiscon- 
sin Breaks Through Ice, but Stu- 
dents Come to His Rescue, 


Madison, Wis., Dec. 28.—[Special.]—It be- 
came known today that President C. R. Van 
Hise of the University of Wisconsin, while 
out skating Christmas forenoon on Lake 
Mendota, broke through the ice and had a 
narrow escape from drowning.

GRTSLEGAGY FROM PRIEST 


MRS. CHARLES PLAMONDON VIC- 
TOR IN WILL CONTEST. 


After Legal Battle Lasting Nine 
Weeks, During Which Time Forty- 
fiVe Witnesses Were Called, Deci- 
sion of the Jury Against Chi- 
cago Woman Involving $50,000 Be- 
quest Is Set Aside by Circuit Judge 
at Rock Island. 


Mrs. Charles A. Plamondon, 82 Astor street, 
will receive a legacy of $50,000 from the es- 
tate of her uncle, the Rev. Father Thomas 
Mackin, as a result of a decision yesterday 
by Judge Gest of the Circuit court at Rock 
Island. 

It was one of the longest drawn out will 
contests ever held in Illinois, It lasted nine 
weeks and forty-five witnesses were called 
in an effort by the contestants to show that 
the testator was influenced unduly and by 
the defendants, who included three other 
legatees, to refute the allegation. 

Judge Gest set aside the verdict returned 
several weeks ago on the ground that it was 
not in accordance with the evidence, and 
granted a new trial. The case has been so 
long in controversy, however, that it is con- 
sidered improbable that there will be any 
further litigation 


Judge Criticises Verdict. 


The verdict,’’ said the judge, in announc- 
ing his decision, “‘ was manifestly against the 
wishes of the testator. I have no doubt of 
the soundness of the testator’s mind when he 
made his will, and would have sustained the 
motion to strike out the evidence relating to 
undue influence had it not been for a decision 


of the Supreme court holding that the un- 


equal division of a testator’s property was a 
circumstance, and for this reason alone did 
I permit the case to go to the jury.” 

This left the case just where it started nine 
weeks ago. 

The other legatees are a sister of Mre. 
Plamondon, named Mrs. Thomas H. Dolly 
of Rock Island, Mrs. Grace Mackin, also a 
niece of the priest, and her daughter Marion. 

The contestants were a brother, who is a 
native of Ireland, a nephew, and several other 
nieces, 


Story of the Contest. 


Father Mackin, a Roman Catholic priest, 
died two years ago leaving property esti- 
mated to be worth from-$150,000 to $200,000. 
His last illness puzzled experts. His al- 
leged insanity was established in the minds 
of the jurors largely through the testimony 
of experts. An effort was made to show 
that undue influence had been used by the 
chief beneficiaries during the illness. 

It was brought out during the trial that 
all the priest’s estate, consisting principally 
of farm land, had formerly been the prop- 
erty of James Mackin, Mrs. Plamondon’s 
father, who died a number of years ago, and 
it was set forth by the defendant legatees 
that this property was held in trust for the 
two daughters of James Mackin by the priest, 
who understood they were to receive it upon 
his death. 

Father Mackin was educated by his broth- 
er, coming to this country when a young 
man. He was ordained in Chicago and for 
a time was one of the priests at Holy Name 


cathedral.

MANACER OF FIELD'S DEAD 


J. E. HOLDEN, HEAD OF RETAIL, 
VICTIM OF APPENDICITIS. 


Business Career Began in Wisconsin 
as an Office Boy in a Dry Goods 
Shop — Had Been III for Several 
Months, but Was Thought te Be 
Recovering—Came to Chicago to 
Work with James H. Walker, but 
Soon Joined State Street Merchant. 


James Edward Holden, general manager 
of Marshall Field & Co.'s retail store, died at 
his residence, 5401 Cornell avenue, shortly 
after 5 o'clock yesterday afternoon. - 

Three months ago Mr. Holden was forced 
to retire temporarily from active manage- 
ment of the store, as at that time he was suf- 
fering from stomach trouble. He apparently 
was on the road to recovery when appendi- 
citis and paralysis of the intestines set in 
and an operation became necessary. 

On Monday an operation was performed 
under the direction of Drs. Ralph C. Brown, 
Bertrand W. Sippy, and John B. Murphy. 
The operation seemed successful, and until 
yesterday the physicians had hopes for the 
patient's eventual recovery. However, owing 
to Mr. Holden’s weakened condition, because 
of his former illness, he falled to rally, and he 
gradually declined into a state of coma. 


Started as an Office Boy. 


Mr. Holden was born in Cleveland, O., in 
1856. Two years later his parents removed 
to Oshkosh, Wia; where he entered the em- 
ploy of the Bigger & Clark Dry Goods com- 
pany as office boy. When he had reached the 
age of 19 he was sent by the company to take 
charge of a branch store at Ripon, which he 
managed for several years. 

Returning to Oshkosh, he became identified 
with the D. H. Forbes company, of which he 
became the successor in 1884. In 1898 Mr. 
Holden sold his business and came to Chi- 
cago with the purpose of becoming a mem- 
ber of James H. Walker & Co., dry goods 
merchants. 

He decided, however, not to join the com- 
pany as a stockholder, but to assume the 
management of the retail department, which 
he later closed out for Mr. Walker with 
success. ae 

In the same year Mr. Field invited him to 
enter his retail establishment, and in 1894 
he became general merchandise manager. In 
this capacity he labored until 1904, when he 
was made general manager of the business 
upon the retirement of Harry G. Selfridge. 

Mr. Holden was married in 1893 to Miss 
Mabel D. Street of Oshkosh. Of the mar- 
riage there were six children, of whom five 
survive. They are James E. Holden Jr., 
George, John Chisholm, Philip, and Mary 
Elizabeth. Mrs. Holden, as well as the 
mother of Mr. Holden, also is living. 


Tribute from Mr. Shedd. 


John G. Shedd, president of the Marghall 
Field company, though slightly indisposed, 
was seen at his home last night and paid a 
tribute to Mr. Holden's business ability. 

Mr. Holden was the highest type of the 
twentieth century merchant. His keen fore- 
sight, energy in directing, and general and 
accurate knowledge of merchandise placed 
him far in the lead asa merchant.” 

Chapin A. Day, treasurer of the company, 
and James Simpson, vice president, also 
spoke highly of Mr. Holden’s marked suo- 
cess as a merchant. 

„% He was the ideal type of self-made man. 
He lacked nothing as a man of affairs and 
as a gentleman,” said Mr. Day. 

„M. Holden was a keen, forceful mer- 
chant of exceptional ability and knowledge 
of values,” said Mr. Simpson. He was 
of a retiring disposition and entirely wrapped 
up in his family and in his business. He was 
progressive and fearless in taking hold of 
new ideas that tended to promote the growth 
of business. He was esteemed highly by 
his personal friends and his death will be 
deeply deplored by every one connected with 
Marshall Field & Co., as well as by his 
many friends outside of the business. 

The funeral will be from the residence to- 
morrow and the body will be sent to Oshkosh 


for burial.

KILLED BY GRAFT EXPOSE 


Revelation of Corruption De- 
elared to Have Broken the 
Magnate’s Heart. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Deo. 28 .—{ Special. 
The sudden death of Alexander J. Cassatt, 
president of the Pennsylvania railroad com- 
pany, in this city today is followed by the 
prediction tonight that his successor will be 
James McCrea, now the vice president of the 
— controlling its lines west of Pitts- 

a. 

It is believed that Mr. Cassatt had McCrea 
in mind as the best man for the presidency 
when he had him elected a director. 

McCrea has the Pennsylvania twen- 
ty-five years. knowledge of the road 
east and west of Pittsburg is said to be 
equaled by that of no other man connected 
with the company. 

The names of George F. Baer, president 
of the Reading, F. D. Underwood, president 
of the Erie, and Oscar G. Murray, president 
of the Baltimore and Qhio, are mentioned 
by various railroad men ae likely to be con- 
sidered in the unlikely event of the choice 
failing outside the Pennsylvania company. 

Mr. Casgsatt’s death was both expected 
and unexpected, It is known that he was a 
broken man when the interstate commerce 
commission last October exposed the graft 
cancer that had eaten its way into the heart 
of his administration. Even last October it 
Was predicted that he had received a blow 
from which he would never recover. 

But even his most intimate friends did not 
expect his end would come so suddenly as it 
did today. And tonight, after the first shock 
of the news of his passing away had worn 
off, it was freely declared by many of his 
former associates that the graft scandal 
killed him, just as surely as the insurance 


Death Comes Suddenly. 

Mr, Cassatt, who was a little more than 67 
years of age, was stricken with heart disease 
shortly before 1 o'clock and died before as- 
sistance could be gi him. He was a vic- 
tim of an acute heart attack, known profes- 
sionally as the Stokes-Adams syndrome.“ 

Though Mr. Cassatt’s death was ely 
unexpected, he had been in dll health for near- 
ly a year. His condition was aggravated by 
an attack of whooping cough which he con- 
tracted from his grandchildren while at Bar 
Harbor in September. He never entirely re- 
covered from the effects of the attack. 

While not feeling entirely weil, Mr. Cas- 
satt arose from his bed this morning, but re- 
mained in his room. He seemed to be in good 
spirits, and his family was not alarmed about 
his condition and had no thought of his death. 
Shortly before 1 o’clock, while sitting in a 
chair in his apartments, he suffered an acute 
heart attack and became unconscious. His 
wife and hie daughter, Mrs. W. Plunkett 
Stewart, were with him, and his private phy- 
sician, Dr. J. H. Musser, was summoned, but 
he was dead when the physician arrived, 
Dr. Musser said that death had been almost 
inetantaneous. 


Story of His Career. 

Aside from being the head of the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad, Mr. Cassatt was president of 
six other companies and a director in twen- 
ty-three concerns, principally transportation 
companies, banks, and trustcompanies. His 
wealth is estimated at between $50,000,000 
and 375,000. 000. 

He was notes self-made man in the sense 
that Andrew Carnegie and other famous 
Pittsburg millionaires are. He was not born 
poor.. In 1861, when he was 22 years old, he 
began his railroad career asarodman. He 
was worth $1,000,000 at that time, but that 
did not deter him from mapual labor. He 
had a good education to be with. Born 
at Pitteburg, on Dec. 8, 1839, he had grad- 
uated from Rensselaer Polytechnic institute 
and finished a course in a German uni- 
versity by the time he was 22 years old. He 
emerged from college as a well equipped civil 
engineer, a wonderful talent for mathematics, 
the physique of a giant, and a constitution 
that seemed strong enough to defy anything. 

As a surveyor Mr. Cassatt worked in the 
field for six years. Then, in 1866, at the age 
of 27, he was made superintendent of motive 
power of the Pennsylvania system. In 1870, 
at the age of 81, he was made general super- 
intendent, and two years later general man- 
ager. In 1874 he was elected third vicepresi- 
dent and in 1880 first vice president. Three 
yeare later he resigned the vice presidency, 
but retained his place as a director and for 
seventeen years retired to private life, 


Assumes the Presidency. 

In 1899, when he was 60 years old, Cassatt 
reéntered the Pennsylvania's service as its 
president, and in that year he began the 
reorganization of the great system. 

Mr. Cassatt’s career as a railway man was 
a long succession of struggles with am- 
bitious rivale for mastery in certain fields. | 
He fought the Garretts when they were the 
owners of the old Baltimore and Ohio. He 
fought the Vanderbilts and afterwards be- 
came their ally. He fought George Gould 
for supremacy in Pittsburg, and the finencial 
feud between the two men continued to the 
day of hie retirement, a few monthe ago. 

It was Caseatt who defeated the Garretts 
in the struggle for supremacy in Philadel- 
phia by buying a controlling interest in the 
Philadelphia, Wilmington and Baltimore 
railroad. The little block of stock that won 
the battle cost the Pennsylvania $14,940,052, 
but it killed the Baltimore and Ohio. The 
latter road spent $50,000,000 for an entrance 
to Philadelphia, crippling itself so badly 
that it never recovered. 


Was a Railroad Expansionist. 

Cassatt was the great expansionist of the 
Pennsylvania system. Heit was that bought 
the Chesapeake and Ohio and the Norfolk 
and Western, carrying the Pennsylvania 
system through the fertile valley of Vir- 
ginia, through the great coal flelde of West 
Virginia, to tide water at Newport News. 

Later it was Cassatt who added the Bal- 
timore and Ohio to the Pennsylvania e- 
tem. Still later he acquired the Western 
New York and Pennsylvania, taking the 
Pennsylvania into Buffalo and Rochester. 
He also added to the Pennsylvania system 
the Allegheny Valley, the Long Island rall- 
road, the. Erie and Western Transportation 
company, with its line of lake steamers from 
Buffalo to Duluth. 

Mr. Caseatt built the famous Broad street 
station in Philadelphia, and projected the 
$10,000,000 station at Washington. His final 
achievement was the termina! station in the 
heart of New York City—a work involving 
the expenditure of more than $50,000,000. 


Railroad Chiefs Pay Tribute. 


Telegrams conveying the news of Presi- 
dent Cassatt’s death were sent by Vice Pres- 
ident Joseph McCrea of Pittsburg to Chicago 
officials of the Pennsylvania and to the presi- 
dents of all the leading railways, Local rall- 
way officials vied with each other in paying 
tribute. 

„I was shocked and saddened to hear of 
Mr. Cassatt's death,“ said President Marvin 
Hughitt of the Northwestern. “He was 
conspicuously one of the greatest railway 
men in the United States or in the world.“ 

„I respected Mr. Cassatt highly for his 
ability, courage, and integrity,” said Pres- 
ident George B. Harris of the Burlington. 
„ did not know him intimately, but I re- 
garded him. as one of the greatest railway 
men this country has produced. His com- 
mercial courage, by which I mean his initia- 
tive in evolving large plans and carrying 
them out, was of the highest order.“ 

* considered Mr. Cassatt one of the great- 
est men who have been identified with Amer- 
ican railways during their history,“ declared 
President B. L. Winchell of the Rock Island 


lines. 
President H. I. Miller of the Chicago and 
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having originated the community of inter- 
ests idea, and with having been the first 
eminent American railway official to declare 
relentless war upon rebating and the giving 
of free passes. 

„He was in many ways the greatest rall- 
way man we ever had in the country,“ said 
Mr. Miller.

erties in which the Pennsylvania had a pro- 
prietary interest to earn money with which 
to add enormously to their track facilities 
and equipment. To this action of Mr. Cas- 
satt was largely due the great prosperity the 
railways and the rest of the country are 
enjoying. If rate abuses had not been stopped 
the railways could not have got the capital 
to develop their properties. as they have done 
in the last seven or eight years.“

To the south of the Congo Free State there 
ts British terirtory. The Germans are on one 
side of the Congo country and they and the 
king of the Belgians gbsolutely separate the 
two great British sections. 

The necessity of putting an end to thissep- 
aration is by no means sentimental, The 
British dream in Africa is intertwined with 
the future success of the Cape to Cairo rall- 
road project. If Great Britain had today 
a broad belt across the Congo country, con- 
necting its possessions to the north and south, 
it is a good guess that one would hear little 
of British sympathy with the downtrodden 
natives. 


Wants Railroad Right of Way. 

Some strong hints have come from Euro- 
pean sources to the effect that Great Britain 
is negotiating with Belgium to induce that 
kingdom to take over the Congo Free State 
for itself, and at the same time to cede to 
Great Britain a generous strip of territory 
to serve as a right of way for the Cape to 
Cairo railroad. According to the innuendoes 
of European diplomats King Leopold will be- 
fore long see that the minute England gets 
this strip of territory to form a connecting 
link between its two vast African empires 
its interest in the condition of the natives 
in the Congo country suddenly will cease. 

This would leave the United States in an 
awkward position, because we have no rea! 
commercial interest on which to base a pro- 
test, and if Great. Britain's missionary ardor 
suddenly cools we might be left without any 
international support whatsoever, and Eu- 
rope would laugh at Yankee shirt sleeve 
diplomacy” which had been beguiled into 
a protest the sole object of which was to 
secure a valuable railroad right of way for 
John Bull. 

The United States has a special treaty with 
King Leopold as the sovereign of the inde- 
pendent state of Congo, which was ratified 
in 1892. The United States, however, is not 
a party to the treaty of Berlin, which first 
assumed to secure a joint action by the Eu- 
ropean governments in the administration of 
the Congo Free State. We sent our repre- 
sentatives to Berlin, and, of their own mo- 
tion, they signed the treaty. Secretary Bay- 
ard, who then was at the head of the state 
department, under especial direction of 
President Cleveland, repudiated the action 
of our envoys entirely. He refused to send 
the treaty to the senate because he believed it 
to be in violation of the principle laid down 
by Washington and since consistently fol- 
lowed, that the United States should avoid 
entanglements as between European nations. 


Treaty Is Repudiated. 

Secretary Bayard, therefore, by direction 
of President Cleveland, notified the Euro- 
pean signatories of the treaty of Berlin that 
our representatives had signed it without 
authority, and that the treaty had not even 
been considered sufficiemtly to have it sent 
to the senate. The note expressed the sym- 
pathy of the United States with the object 
of the Berlin conference, but reiterated our 
policy of avoiding treaty pledges on mat- 
ters in which we were not directly con- 
cerned. 

For this reason, it is almost impossible for 
the United States at the present time to in- 
tervene directly in the Congo Free State. It 
was not personally responsible for the crea- 
tion of that state, although this government 
promptly recognized it. The principal ex- 
tent of our activities in response to the 
flood of petitions which has come from the 
churches and missionary societies will be to 
express to Great Britain our sympathy with 
that government's attempt to better the con- 
ditions of the Congo natives. 

If Great Britain lets it go at that, and 
does not make use of this attitude of the 
United States to coerce King Leopold into 
giving a British railroad a right of way, all 
will be well: but if the British use the United 
States to pull their chestnuts out of the fire 
and then leave us standing with burned paws 
while Europe looks on and laughs, the new 
British ambassador to Washington will have 
a lively time of it in making friends in the 
state department and at the White house. 


URGE BILL AIMED AT JAPS. 


California Labor Unions Begin Cam- 
paign for Separate Schools Through- 
out State for Orientals. 


San Francisco, Cal., Dec. 28.—[Special.}— 
Aided by labor unions and the Schmitz ad- 
ministration the Japanese Exclusion league 
has opened a campaign to extend the ex- 
clusion of Japanese from public schools 
throughout the state. The movement has 
gained considerable force in Oakland. It is 
planned to secure the passage at the coming 
session of the legislature of a sweeping bill 
making separate schools for Japanese and 
Chinese a regular part of the school system 
of all cities and towns where there are a 
sufficient number of orientals. 

Labor unions in several cities already have 
taken up the matter. The secretary of the 
Oakland labor organizations received a let- 
ter today from Secretary Leffingwell of the 
San Francisco school board, applauding the 
movement and urging that it be continued 
until separate schools generally are estab- 
lished. The letter says: 

It is sincerely to be hoped that the views 
of the plain people in your county, as ex- 
pressed through the vigorous representations 
of organized labor, will serve to impress 
upon the educators of your city the justice 
and the merit of the stand taken by the San 
Francisco board of education to the end that 
children may be safeguarded in our pub- 
lic schools to the last degree, and the welfare 
— our state at large effectively looked 
after.’’ 


BABES AND MATCHES; ONE DEAD 


17 Months Old Child Perishes Amid 
Flames in Closet—Mother Suf- 
fers Severe Injuries. 


Kewanee, III., Dec. 28.— [Special. I- While 
three small children of Albert Soderlund 
were playing with matches in am upstairs 
room of the family residence today the cloth- 
ing of a 17 months old child caught fire. A 
6 year old brother, frightened by the flames, 
dragged the child to a closet and shut it in. 
The mother, smelling smoke, investigated and 
found the babe surrounded by flames. She 
herself was frightfully burned in getting it 
out just before it died. 


Bride Burned to Death. 


Ramsey, Il, Dec. 28.—[Special.]—Mrs. 
Martin Merriman of Hurricane township, a 
17 year old bride, died today from burns oc- 
casioned by her dress catching fire. 


HITS CHAMBERS OF COMMERCE. 


Attorney General of Minnesota Urges 
Law to Curb So Called Monopo- 
listic Control. 


St. Paul, Minn., Dec. 28.—Attorney General 
Young in his annual report made public today 
advocates the passage of a law by the next 
legislature which would curb the power of 
the Duluth and Minneapolis chambers of 
commerce which, he says, exert a monopo- 
listic control over the grain trade of the 
state. He also recommends an amendment 
to the laws relating to public service cor- 
porations by having penalties for issuing 
fictitious or watered stock; also a provision 
insuring a more prompt collection of taxes 
due the state.

COURT HEADS WAR

Chief Bailiff Hunter and Chief 


Clerk Galpin Resist Ex- 
amination Order. 


SEEK RELIEF IN COURT. 


Say They Will Retain Appoint- 
ment of Subordinates De- 
spite Opposition. 


Chtef Bailiff Thomas Hun er and Chief 
Clerk Homer Galpin of the Muwicipal court 
have decided that they wiu not permit the 
civil service board to take away from them 
the power of appointing their subordinates 
until they have fought the whole question 
out in the courts. Not until the higher courts 


‘ — decided that their position is untenable 


will the court chiefs permit the civil service 
board to carry out ite present plans. 

Plans for the legal battle now are being 
laid, the battle to begin shortly after the first 
of the year. The issue ie whether the chief 
bailiff and the chief clerk will be permitted 
to dispense to their friends the 150 offices 
that must be filled. 


Plan to Enjoin Board. 

Chief Clerk Galpin is planning to apply for 
an injunction restraining the civil service 
board from examining the applicants for the 
office, as has been advertised to take place 
Jan. 24, 26, and 26. If this reetraining. order 
can be obtained, Galpin believes the entire 
question will be settled. 

Chief Bailiff Hunter’s plan is more direct. 
He says that he will simply refuse to put 
the men to work when they are sent to him 
by the commission. In this, he says, he is 
backed by the law, which stipulates that he 
shall appoint all deputies and that the chief 
justice has the power of removal if not satis- 
factory. 

Meanwhile, the civil service board is mak- 
ing plans of its own. It has been decided that 
the simplest way of “bringing Bailiff Hunter 
to time is to hold up the pay of his appoint- 
ees. The pay checks of the men now at work 
have been tied up in such a way that no sala- 
ries for January will reach the men until they 
have passed the civil service examination, 
Bailiff Hunter told his men not to take any 
such examinations, and there the matter now 
stands. 


Civil Service Advocates Act. 

While these mattere were being discussed 
by the persons vitally interested, civil service 
reform advocates gathered at the City club 
and got together a draft of a proposed bill 
which, it is expected, will be madea law by 
the next legislature, under which the giving of 
offices will be taken out of the hands of 
politicians so far as Cook county is con- 
cerned. The bill was drafted by a sub- 
committee compesed of Elton Lower, Edgar 
B. Tolman, Joseph Errant, William B. Moul- 
ton, and James 8. Handy. . 

Under the proposed law every job in Cook 
county, not elective, with the exception of 
one secretary or chief clerk for each elec- 
tive officer, will come under the civil serv- 
ice. This will include even assistant state’s 
attorneys. It is understood, however, that 
State's Attorney Healy will oppose the plac- 
ing of assistant state's attorneys under civil 
service on the grounds that better men can 
be selected than would be placed in the 
office merely by examination. This clause 
may be stricken from the bill. 

A new board is proposed, to consist of three 
members, who will receive salaries of not 
lesa than 83,000 a year. The board will decide 
upon l promotions and will pass upon the 
complaints. 


PRESIDENT’S TRAMP WITH GUN 
RESULTS IN FEW BIRDS ONLY. 


No Turkeys Fall Before Roosevelt’s 
Aim—Rides with Wife During the 
Noon Hour. 


Charlottesville, Va., Dec. 28.—President 
Roosevelt's hunt today across Hardware 
river, a dozen miles from the Roosevelt 
lodge, was fruitless as far as wild turkeys 
were concerned. The only trophies were a 
few birds. Showers kept the president in- 
doors inthe morning. The party included the 
president, Surgeon General Rixley, Joseph 
Wilmer, Kermit Roosevelt, and Lieut. Ham- 
ner. * 

At noon, before going on the hunt, the 
president went for an hour’s drive with Mrs. 
Roosevelt. Dick’’ McDaniel, who occu- 
pied a seat besides the president, was forced 
‘to surrender the reins. 

During the morning William Wilmer, a 
New York banker; Peyton Coles, a wealthy 
resident of the Green mountain neighbor- 
hood, and Kermit Roosevelt went for a hunt 
in the Flat woods, not far distant. Not even 
a covey of partridges was flushed. 

Miss Ethel Roosevelt, accompanied by 
Theodore Roosevelt Jr., went for a long 
horseback ride this afternoon to Green 
mountain. 

The ‘president plans tomorrow morning to 
bunt near Carter’s bridge, six miles east of 
Pine Knot, where partridges are said to be 
plentiful. 

A local photographer tomorrow morning 
will make a number of group pictures of the 
president and party for use at the James- 
town exposition. 


CHICAGOANS TO BREAK STRIKE? 


Firemen Say Southern Pacific Has 
Imported Men Under Guard to 
Take Their Places. 


El Paso, Tex., Dec. 28.—It is positively as- 
serted by the striking members of the Broth- 
ferhood of Locomotive Firemen that the 
Southern Pacific has imported from Chicago 
and other points a lot of strike breakers who 
are concealed here im cars under guard. 

Acting Superintendent Wade of the El Paso 
division admitted that several men had been 
brought here to replace the mén who had 
left the service, but denied that they are 
strike breakers or that they were under 
guard, although admitting that they were ac- 
companied by the company’s representatives. 
He also stated that the conditions were prao- 
tically- normal. 

The flremen have little to say beyond ex- 
pressing confidence in winning the fight. One 
of their number today enlisted in the United 
States army.

Playhouse and play were at the 
service of the children. 

But Mr. Litt did not stop at that. It waza 
Christmas party. And loyal to good Saint 
Nick, as much as they enjoyed the play with 
its funny “ Whangdoodlé” band, drum 
majors, end streaks of (pathos and comedy, 
all these were lost in comparison with the 
joy that bounded in the little hearts at the 
aftermath, when a real live Santa Claus and 
a great tall, brilliantly lighted and decorated 
Christmas tree appeared on the stage as if 
by magic. 


Presents for Every Child. 

Santa Claus rose from his furry bed and 
made a speech, full of good will and prom- 
ises. He made good the promises by direct- 
ing the children, as their respective groups 
were called, to march across the stage, each 
receiving a present.

REFORM SPELLING INDORSED 
BY LANGUAGE AUTHORITIES. 


Convention in Session at New Haven 
Approves President Roosevelt’s Sanc- 
tion of 300 Words in Simplified Form. 


New Haven, Conn., Dec. 28.—Indorsement 
of the plan of campaign of the official sim- 
plified spelling board, acceptance of that 
method of spelling, and an agreement to use 
it in the journals and publications of the 
organization formed the feature of today’s 
session of the Modern Language Association 
of America, which opened yesterday at Yale 
its twenty-fourth annual meeting. 

The association also sanctions the use of 
the 800 words already published and indorsed 
by President Roosevelt, although individual 
members have the right under the resofution 
to reject In their personal usage any forms 
which they may regard as unwise, 

This action followed a long discussion on 
the subject, led by Prof. Brander Matthews 
of Columbia university, and an explanation 
of the principles. origin, and purpose of the 
system by Dr. Charles P. G. Scott. 


Talk Trusts and Tariff. 

Providence, R. I., Dec. 28.—Both sides of 
the protective tariff question, as well as a 
discussion of capitalistic combinations, of 
political and civic subjects and topics bear- 
ing on sociology and history, were presented 
at today’s session of the assembly of scien- 
tific and historic societies at Brown universi- 


ty. 

The subject of Trusts and the Tariff” 
was taken up before the sectional meeting 
of the American Economic association, Col. 
Albert Clarke of Boston, secretary of the 
Home Market club, was the chief speaker 


upon the tariff. . 


“As the tariff cannot discriminate be- 
tween large and small concerns,“ said Col. 
Clarke, it cannot be used as a correction 
of trusts without destroying the best cor- 
rection, domestic competition.“ 

Byron W. Holt of New York took a view 
contrary to that of Col. Clarke. He declared 
that nine-tenths of the possible competition 
was excluded by the tariff. 

In an address upon Existing Methods of 
Amending State Constitutlons, Prof, J. A. 
Garner of the University of Illinois, said: 
“The safeguards to prevent ‘tinkering’ 
with the fundamental law verge dangerous- 
ly near the line of prohibition in many states 
and have brought about constitutional stag- 
mation, if not retrogression in others. 

Government control of insurance compan- 
les was advocated by Prof. Maurice H. Rob- 
inson as a remedy for what he described as 
“the intolerable condition of conflicting 
laws, legislative holdups, and junketing ex- 
aminations until insurance has become toa 
expensive and sometimes more risky than 
the conditions it aims to alleviate." 


ACCEPTS NEW SPELLING CODE. 


Convention of Modern Language Asso- 
ciation at Chicago University Votes 
to Use “Simplified” List. 


Simplified spelling gained the favor of the 
delegates to the twelfth annual convention 
of the central division of the Modern Lan- 
guage Association of America, assembled at 
the University of Chicago yesterday. The 
Roosevelt code was adopted with only one 
professor protesting. 

Prot. F. A. Blackburn of the University of 
Chicago presented the sentiment of the pro- 
fessors in the following resol&tion: 

Resolved, That the central division of 
the Modern Language Association of Amer- 
ica recommends the use by the editorial 
committee of the spelling recommended by 
the simplified spelling board, except in papers 
whose authors object to their use. 

It was agreed that only the 300 “reformed” 
words should be used in the publication of 
the association, which is known as The 
Publications of the Modern Language Asso- 
elation of America.”

AMERICAN RAILWAYS ALMOST 
EQUAL HIGH RECORD. 


Purchases of Year Aggregate $468,- 
257,500 to Equip All Lines—8750,- 
000, 000 Spent Altogether in Better- 
ing Conditions of Cars and Road- 
ways—Manufacturers Far Behind 
in Orders—Fewer Failures Shown 
by Statistics of Railroad Operation. 


The railways of the United States, Mexico, 
and Canada have placed larger orders for 
rolling stock during the year 1906 than they 
ever did in any year of their history except 
1905. According to statistics compiled by the 
Rallway Age, and made public yesterday, 
5,642 locomotives, 2,402 passenger cars, and 
$10,805 freight cars have been ordered since 
Jan. 1, 1906. This is an increase of 1138 pas- 
senger cars over 1905, but a decrease of 623 
locomotives and of 29,111 freight cars. 

The passenger cars cost an average of 
$8,000, or an aggregate of $27,216,000, the 
locomotives an average of $18,000, or an ag- 
gregate of $99,156,000, and the freight care 
an average of $1,100, or an aggregate of 8341. 
885,500, making the total expenditures for 
equipment $468, 257,500 for rolling stock. Add- 
ing to this the $250,000,000 expended for more 
than 6,000 miles of new track makes the total 
expenditures for new track and equipment 
in 1906 about three-quarters of a billion of 
dollars. 


Increase in Equipment Orders. 
While orders for equipment have been less 
in 1906 than in 1905 they show a large in- 
crease over earlier years. Orders for the 
last six years have been as follows:

The Railway Age's compilation shows the 
year has been notably lacking in railway fail- 
ures. Only six companies, with an aggregate 
mileage of 204 miles and etocks and bonds for 
$56,000,000, passed into the hands of receivers. 
The largest of these was the Chicago Ter- 
minal Transfer railroad, which has been un- 
able to get enough tenants for its large sta- 
tion buildings and yards. . Ten roads, with 
8,598 miles of track and $176,000,000 of stocks 
and bonds, failed in 1906. 


Cut Off Newspaper Passes. 

The interstate commerce commission hav- 
ing ruled that railways cannot under the 
new rate law exchange interstate transpor- 
tation for newspaper advertising, many rall- 
ways are deciding to cut off transportation 
for state travel as well. 

F. A. Miller, general passenger agent of 
the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul, has 
sent out a circular stating that no more 
newspaper transportation will be issued by 
this line after Dec. 31, and asking the papers 
to which it has in the past been given for 
quotations of advertising rates. The Bur- 
lington, Santa Fé, and some other western 
roads have taken similar action, and many 
others both east and west will within the next 
few days. 

An interesting feature of the St. Paul's 
circular is its statement that publication of 
time tables will not be paid for. The St. Paul 
also has sent a circular to its passenger 
representatives and agents calling attention 
to the commission's ruling.

COURTS ASKED TO ENJOIN 
PHONE AND GAS COMPANY. 


Three Subscribers to Former and One of 
Latter Seek Orders Forbidding Cut- 
ting Off of Their Service. 


Three petitions for injunction against the 
Chicago Telephone company and one against 
the People’s Gas Light and Coke company 
were filed yesterday by subscribers to the 
service of the corporations. 

The petitioners in the suits against the tele- 
phone company are Charles F. Pasdeloup, 250 
Blue Island avenue; Mark H. H. Palmer, 13 
West Madison street, and Patrick O'Malley, 
421 Clark street. P. J. Harmon, 5518 Peoria 
street, asks that the gas company be not 
allowed to shut off his supply of the iliumi- 
nant because he has failed to pay a charge 
of $88 claimed by the company. 

Pasdeloup, who has a saloon and restau 
rant, says that he was given notice Dec. 17 
by the telephone company that within ten 
days service at his places would be discon- 
tinued because of the use of the instruments 
for gambling purposes. Judge Dupuy issued 
a temporary order. 

O’ Malley, who has a hotel and saloon, says 
that if the defendant is permitted to remove 
his telephones he will be forced to conduct 
part of his business by messenger. Palmer 
is a cigar dealer and says he has a contract 
with the company for telephone service until 
Dec. 15, 1908. 

Harmon says he has at all times paid his 
bille promptiy. He has four children, one 
of whom is ill, and, he asserts, that discon- 
tinuance of the use of gas in his home would 
endanger the life of the last. 


FORMER CONSTABLE FOUND 
GUILTY OF FALSE ARREST. 


Edward S. Gard Is Convicted in the New 
Court for Which He Aspired to Be- 


come a Bailiff. 


Former Constable Edward 8. Gard, whose 
appointment as a Municipal court bailiff was 
held up by Chief Justice Olson, was convicted 
in Municipal Judge Gemmill’s court yester- 
day of false arrest. Sentence was stayed, 
pending an argument for a new trial which 
will be made on Jan. 12. 

Gard entered the State and Van Buren 
street station of the union loop on Nov. 13, 
1906, and paid a fare by mistake at the 
Northwestern railroad window, as he in- 
tended to board an Oak Park train. Dis- 
covering his error, he hurried back past the 
ticket window of the Oak Park road tothe 
platform, where Charles Flemming, special 
policeman employed by the Union Loop com- 
pany, stopped him and told him to return and 
pay his fare. 

Flemming told the court that Gard seized 
him by the arm, forced handcuffs over his 
wrists, and dragged him to Justice Wolff's 
court, where he was acquitted of the charge 
of assault made against him by Gard. Flem- 
ming’s attorney, Joseph B. David, then 
started crimfmal proceedings against Gard, 
charging him with false imprisonment. This 
is said to be the first case ever filed in an 
Illinois court where such a charge has been 
made the basis of criminal action. The 
penalty is a fine not to exceed $500 or im- 
prisonment not to exceed one year, or both. 


NEW AUTO CLEW IN LEE CASE. 


Machine Answering Description “of 
One Said to Have Killed Man Sold 
Recently to Edgewater Citizen. 


Assistant Chief of Police Schuettler, sev- 
eral detectives, and Nelson W. Lee, son of 
Lewis J. Lee, whose body was found in the 
lake at the foot of Glengyle place on Deo. 
12, made an automobile tour of the vicin- 
ity in which Mr. Lee believes hie father was 
struck by a speeding automobile and later 
thrown into the lake.

State’s Attorney Objects to 
the Mayor Testifying to 
pee “Peace” Efforts. 


DEFENSE IS HARD HIT. 


Court Refuses to Admit Testi- 
mony About Conference of 
Labor Leaders.

Mayor Dunne spent about an hour and a 
half on the witness stand in the Shea trial 
yesterday, waiting to see whether his testi- 
mony wee important enough to be admitted 
in evidence. It was finally ruled out, and 
thus another clever device of the defense to 
influence the jury in Shea's favor failed. 

It was expected the mayor would be given 
change to narrate the conferences in his 
Office at the time Czar” Shea was making 
peace overtures to the ‘employers. The 
mayor was counted on by the defense to 
describe Shea as a sort of peace angel,“ 
who was constantly urging arbitration of 
the teameters’ strike, Shee’s attorney cal- 
culated to make a “ten strike with the 


mayor. 

They failed not only with the mayor but 
also with former Judge Charles G. Neely and 
Wiliam Prentiss, president of the civil 
service commission, who were called ag wit- 
nesses, but who were not permitted to testify 
regarding Shea's alleged attempts to secure 
arbitration. 3 


Mayor Admits Knowing Shea. 
After stating that he used to be s law- 
yer, Mayor Dunne was asked whether he 
knew Cornelius P. Shea. The mayor said 
he did. He was not so certain about the 
other defendants, although he admitted that 
2 B. Barry face looked familiar to 
m. 


“When did you first learn about the 
teamsters’ strike?’ the mayor was asked. 

“I was in New York two or three days be- 
fore my inauguration as mayor,“ was the 
reply, “when I received a telegram from 
Tun TrRrBuNE informing me that the strike 
had broken out and asking me what I in- 
tended to do about it.“ 

The mayor was next asked whether Shea 
had ever come to see him during the strike. 

“I think the first time I saw Shea, he 
said, “was when he came to my house with 
a number of men composing a committee.” 
The mayor was not certain about the date. 
He said he thought it was two or three days 
after hie inauguration. This latter date he 
was not positive about, but Attorney Cruice 
produced a calendar and the mayor finally 
agreed that he took the oath of office on 
April 10, 1905. 

Schemes of Defense Fail. 

What was said to you by Shea on the oc- 
casion you mention?“ was the next question 
put to the mayor. He did not get a chance 
to answer it, nor any other propounded by 
Attorney Le Bosky, who conducted the ex- 
amination. 

Assistant State's Attorney Miller objected 
that the matter of a conference between Shea. 
and the mayor had no bearing on the con- 
spiracy charges. The court sustained this 
comtention. 

Attorney Le Bosky tried to twist his ques- 
tions referring to other peace confer- 
ences, so that they would stick, but they all 
met the same fate and were stricken out of 
the record. A letter, said to have been writ- 
ten to the mayor by Edward Rose, president 
of the National Olesale Tailors’ asso- 
ciation, in reference to arbitration of the 
garment workers’ strike, also was ruled out 
as not proper subject matter in the trial. 

Another defeat for the defense came when 
the court refused to admit a report of a con- 
ference between the labor leaders and the 
employers at the Great Northern hotel on 
April 12. a 

Robert Noren, business agent of the gar- 
ment workers’ union, and the man said to 
have paid the $1,500 bribe money to Shea and 
four other defendants to bring about the 
teamsters’ strike, was on the stand in the 
morning. Noren denied the assertions re- 
specting this division of Frakt.“ 


HOLD WAGE MEETING TODAY. 


Railroad Representatives and Engineers 
to Discuss New Scale Demanded 
and Eight Hour Day. 


The railroad representatives and a com- 
mittee of engineers will get together this 
morning in the Railway Exchange building 
to discuss the demands of the employés for 
higher wages and an eight hour day.

NORTHWESTERN RAILROAD TO 
BUILD FIVE NEW. VIADUCTS, 


Will Bear Entire Expense as Part 
Compensation for Permission to 
Construct Big Passenger Station. 


Five new viaducts will be built by the Chi- 
cago and Northwestern railroad, from plans 
furnished by the city, under an agreement 
entered into yesterday. They will be made 
as ornamental as is consistent with dura- 
bility and will occupy.the full width of North 
State street, Dearborn avenue, North Hal- 
sted street, Grand avenue, and Erie street.

twenty years... Accurate statistics are at 
hand for the number of lives lost in rail- 
way accidents, but the loss of life in 
other hazardous occupations is concealed 
as far as possible, and the only thing 
| ertain is that the number is much larger 
than appears from the occasional reports 
mim the daily papers. Steel and jron 
© works sometimes maintain private hos- 
pitals within their grounds and men are 
conveyed there almost daily. The em- 
ployés in these works are usually men 
who do not speak English, and it is a 
rare thing for their story to reach the 

public. 

The housesmiths also pursue a trade 
in which the percentage of deaths from 
accident is abnormally high, When a 
skyscraper is built with a loss of only 
two or three lives it is a remarkable oc- 
eurrence. To be sure, the carelessness 
which comes with long familiarity with 
the work is responsible for some of the 

deaths, but in many cases proper pre- 
™ cautions on the part of employers would 
bare prevented these deaths as well as 
| those for which the victim is in no sense 
responsible. The total number of acci- 
detital deaths in the pursuit of one’s 
trade is more each year than the number 
lost in some of. the most famous battles 
in history, and for a term of years the 
aggregate loss in the pursuits of peace 
is usually more than the number killed in 
war during the same period. 
. | This economic waste is preventable to 
s large extent. The exhibition of safety 
_ appliances in New York will impress this 
fact upon the minds of the people. 
These appliances are costly, and legisla- 
tion will be necessary to compel their 
mse.

“ZPHRAIM IS JOINED TO HIS IDOL.” 
Mayor Dunne is unfaltering in his deyo- 
tion to the referendum. He says he knows 
chat no satisfactory settlement of the 
traction question will be made until the 
people have had an opportunity to pass 
on it. Judging from Tue Trisune’s postal 
card vote and the letters it is receiving, 
the people are passing on it now. They 
are saying, four to one, that they are for 
en immediate settlement on the lines of the 
pending ordinance. The mayor says he is 
weceliving hundreds of letters from the peo- 
ple informing him that the referendum 
epirit is alive. The names and residences 
of his correspondents he does not seem to 
care to make public. Perhaps he has ex- 
eggerated the number of the communi- 
cations. 

If there be so many people who believe 
that the mayor’s position is the right one, 
it is singular that some of them do not be- 
gin circulating referendum petitions. They 
know that there would be little time in 
which to get the necessary 86,000 names 
if a referendum were to be ordered, yet 
they do not bestir themselves. This apathy 
must seem significant to the aldermen. It 
lets them see that the men who say there 
ought to be a referendum wil) not lift a 
finger to get one. 

An amusing suggestion has been made 
by one of the mayor’s traction experts. 
It is that the street car companies shall 
hire men to scour the city and rake up the 
requisite number of signatures to a refer- 
endum petition. They are to be put to the 
cost and trouble of doing the work which 
the referendumites ought to take upon 
themselves. The matter of arranging for 
the reconstruction of the lines is to be 
dropped to drum up signatures to a peti- 
tion. This is the proposition of a man 
who was put on the pay roll by the mayor 
professedly to assist in the betterment of 
the traction service. 

By this time the aldermen understand 
the situation perfectly. The ordinance 
which the local transportation committee 
will report will not have a referendum 
clause. The people do not wish the coun- 
cil to insert one, and it ought not to. If 
the mayor shal) veto the ordinance it will 
de the duty of the council to pass it over 
his veto with enthusiastic unanimity. It 
cannot afford to defy the people to please 
a meddlesome mayor. 


THE TRAUTMAN CASE. 

In commenting on the arrest of his wife, 
who was held by the New York police at 
the instigation of an irresponsible fellow 
on a charge that was ruled by the magis- 
trate as flimsy and absurd, Dr. Trautman 
said that he did not blame the police for 
making the arrest. He frankly conceded 
that it was the duty of the officers of the 
law to act as they did upon the com- 
plant. What he did resent was the sub- 
sequent action of the police in throw- 
ing the woman into a cell without per- 
mitting her to take such steps as would 
bring her into instant communication with 
her friends and pave the way for proof 
of her innocence. All this might have been 
accomplished without any injury to jus- 
tice and without any danger that a crimi- 
nal would escape. 

The police commissioner admitted that 
in this particular instance a probable in- 
justice hed been done, but he contented 
himself with the reflection that he had 
been “ fooled so often in similar cases that 
he did not think it worth while to push 
an investigation.” This is another version 
of the old fable of the dog and the wolf, 
with an equally deplorable termination. 
It does not, however, lessen the force of 
Dr. Trautman’s reasoning. The first mis- 
take was simply the unavoidable mistake 
of attending strictly to the letter of duty. 
No officer could or should have acted dif- 
ferently on the presentment made. The 
second mistake was the real mistake, for 
further indignities should not have been 
heaped upon the woman because a police 
commissioner had been “ fooled so often,“ 
and at the instigation of a man whose 
word was taken without question, while 
the assertions of his victim were totally 
disregarded, even to the extent of not per- 
mitting her to send for her friends. 

This is the aspect of the case that brings 
the police into disrepute in New York-as 
well as in Chicago. An arrest is an ar- 
rest, and a cell is a cell. Any one can 
understand that any man or woman may 
be the victim of a mistake by which he 
or she is put under arrest, but it does not 
follow that the possible victim of a mis- 
take should be thereafter treated as a 
common criminal, with such further in- 
dignity as ordinary criminal procedure 
may demand. Happily such cases as the 
Trautman incident are not frequent, but 
infrequent as they may be they are noted 
oftener than justice exacts or common 
sense should permit. The public can be 
protected and the law vindicated without 
a constant reminder that a police commis- 
sioner has been “fooled so often” and 
that a sergeant “cannot tell whether a 
thief or a blackmaller is making a charge.” 

A WILLING CANDIDATE 

William B. Lewis was once widely 
known in American politics by reason of 
his close association with Gen. Jackson. 
He has often been given credit for utter- 
ances of that famous party chief which 
showed shrewdness and appealed to popu- 
lar feeling. He was Jackson's press agent 
when one wae needed. But he did not de- 
pend so much upon the newspapers as 
upon other agencies to create a sentiment 
in favor of Jackson.’ One expression 
which greatly pleased the public found 
place in various letters written by the 


the country. He inspired the letters to 
Jackson asking whether he was a candi- 
date, and dictated answers to which he 
knew full publicity would be given. 

The striking idea in these replies was 
that the presidency of the United States 
was an office which should be neither 
sought nor declined, It found expression 
im several forms, but the resultant im- 
pression always was the same, no matter 
what the exact wording might be. The 
changes were rung upon it until the aver- 
age honest democrat learned to think of 
the “hero of New Orleans” as a sort of 
Cincinnatus who stood ready always to 
heed the call of country, but who would 
never stoop to any political scheming to

T is a Hungarian and not an Austrian 
barony that Emperor Francis Joseph has 
conferred upon his ambassador at Wash- 
ington by way of a Christmas present 
and in recognition of his diplomatic serv- 

ices in England, in Servia, and in Brazil, as 
well as in the United States. Hungarian 
baronies are of greater importance and much 
more highly valued than those of Austria. 
For, whereas the Austrian barony carries 
nothing with it excepting the empty title 
and the right to surmount one’s armorial 
bearings or monogram with a seven pronged 
coronet, the Hungarian barony invests its 
possessor with a seat in the house of lords 
at Budapest. In fact, it is a peerage in the 
English sense of the word. Baron von Hen- 
gelmüller has become, therefore, a peer of 
the realm. These peers are known 
in Hungary by the distinctive title of mag- 
nat, or magnate, and their house of lords 
is known as the table of magnates. The 
magnates, as such, wear on state occasions 
a most gorgeous Magyar costume of medle- 
val style and oriental magnificence—in fact, 
there is no showler or more picturesque garb 
to be seen at any of the courts of 

than that of a magnate of Hungary. And 
those of them who fill the office of envoy in- 
variably wear. it on official occasions in pref- 
erence to the ordinary diplomatic uniform,

Lord Shannon who has just died suddenly 
at the comparatively early age of 45, spent 
a number of years in the United States as a 
rancher prior to his accession to the earldom, 
and had, indeed, been known ever since his 
succession to the family honors as the 
cowboy peer.“ At the time of his father’s 
death, about sixteen years ago, no trace 
could be.found of him. The last news that 
had beén received from him was four years 
previously, when he notified his people at 
home that he was at the time part owner of 
a ranch in Minnesota. Much money was 
spent im scouring the whole of the United 
States and the west of Canada in the en- 
deavor to apprise him of his father’s demise 
and of hia succession to the title and estates. 
But it was not until two years later that he 
was finally run to ground. 

During his roving life in this country he 
experienced many strange ups and downs and 
extraordinary vicissitudes, cattle punching 
being among his most frequent means of live- 
lihood. Long after he had settled down at 
Castle Martyr, his ancestral home in Coun- 
ty Cork, he used to go in for wood chopping 
on an extensive scale, spending much of his 
time in thus getting rid of his superabundant 
energy, his lazy cottagers reaping the benefit 
of the violent exertio of their lord. He 
enjoyed the distinction until about two years 
ago of being the only English or Irish noble 
who could boast of owning an entire towm 
It bears the name of Castle Martyr, lke his 
castle, is situated, just as the latter, in Coun- 
ty Cork, and was sold by the ear) to its in- 
habitants under the terms of the land act. 
The late Lord Shannon is succeeded in his 
honors and estates by his 9 year old son 
Richard, who has hitherto borne the title of 
Viscount Boyle. The earldom is an Irish one 
and was conferred by King George II. on the 
first Lord Cork’s grandsom Henry Boyle of 
Castle Martyr, in recognition of his services 
as speaker of the house of commons, chan- 
cellor of the exchequer, and lord justice of 
Ireland. Among the members of the fam- 
ily has been the famous philosopher Robert 
Boyle. N

Lord Roden's daughter, Lady Violet Joce- 
lyn, has now once more married Hugh Watt, 
former member of parliament for Glasgow, 
the ceremony taking place at the registry 
office, Mount street, Grosvenor square, Lon- 
don, immediately after her husband's re- 
lease from the Parkhurst penitentiary, on 
the Isle of Wight. This is the second mar- 
riage of Lady Violet to Hugh Watt. The first 
one took place a little more than two years 
ago, on Oct. 17, 1908, at Brighton, and was 
announced in the London Times among the 
marriage notices. Two days later Hugh 
Watt's divorced wife printed a letter in the 
London Timés announcing that, tn view of 
the fact that her decree of divorce from her 
husband had not been made absolute and 
complete, he was not In a position to contract 
any other marriage, and that his alleged mar- 
riage to Lady Violet was not only, therefore, 
invalid, but also bigamous. 

When a divorce is granted in England by 
the court, che decree is always weighted with 
the ominous word nisi,“ which means that 
unless anything new relating to the case 
turns up within the following six months it 
may be made absolute. Six months always 
must intervene between the rendering of the 
decree nisi and the judicial pronouncement 
of it: as absolute. This gives time for either 
of the parties to produce new evidence or 
for the king's proctor to intervene and to de- 
mand the annulment of the decree if he finds 
that there has been collusion between the 
petitioner and the respondent In the case or 
if both parties have been equally guilty of 
misconduct. But it is only the party in 
whose favor the decree in the first place 
has been granted who can apply to have the 
judgment made absolute, and if the party 
in question has reasons for withholding this 
application he or she thereby can prevent 
the adversary in the case from marrying 
again. 

Mrs. Hugh Watt absolutely refused to se- 
cure the judicial completion of the decree of 
divorce which she had obtained against her 
husband. Imbued with the most bitter re- 
sentment against her former husband and 
against Lady Violet, the divorced wife of 
Sir Reginald Beauchamp, she was deter- 
mined to prevent their marrying. Some 
months afterwards she charged her ex-hus- 
band with having conspired to have her 
poisoned in order to admit of his wedding 
Lady Violet. 

The seriousness of the accusation com- 
pelled the public prosecutor to take up the 
matter. Hugh Watt was arrested, placed on 
trial, and convicted on the testimony exclu- 
sively of professional blackmailers and men 
with infamous records.

The story which they told of his having 
incited them to murder Mrs. Watt was of so 
ludicrously extravagant a character as to 
indicate that if it had been true Watt must 
have been insane, whereas he showed 
throughout the trial that he was possessed of 
his full reason. No sensible man, indeed, 
ever dreamed that he would be convicted. 
Yet the melodramatic elements of the wild 
tale told by these ignoble witnesses appealed 
to such an extent to the petty tradesmen 
and shopkeepers of whom the jury was con- 
stituted, prejudiced as they were already 
against him, owing to his previous record in 
the divorce court as co-respondent in the 
suit of Sir Reginald Beauchamp against Lady 
Violet, dnd as respondent in the divorce suit 
brought against him by his wife, that they 
returned a verdict of guilty against him, 
the judge having no alternative but to inflict 
the sentence upon him of five years’ penal 
servitude. 

— 

There is no court of criminal appeal in 
England, and consequently there was no 
means of appealing against the conviction. 
But popular sentiment became tremendously 
aroused over the matter against the presid- 
ing judge, Sir Robert Phillimore (who spent 
two winters ago at Washington) for having 
mismanaged the trial and for having permit- 
ted the jury to return an obviously improper 
verdict, and against Mrs. Watt for the re- 
vengefulness and the spite which had dic- 


and Ladf Violet, the poisoning charge being 
regarded as part and parcel thereof. ‘The 
result of this has been that Mrs. Watt has 
been forced by public clamor to complete the 
decree of divorce she had obtained against 
her husband, while Herbert Gladstone, the 
secretary of state for the home department, 
acting in the name of the king, transformed 
the sentence of five years’ penal servitude 
into one of twelve months’ imprisonment, 
which was equivalent to an order of rélease, 
the commutation being dated within a few

have asked me if I would not give them 
books for Christmas. And not foolish books, 
either; not books that are simply attractive 


on account of their illustrations or bindings; 


but books of real value. Some of them have 


hobbies; so the books would be along those 


hobbies, But the gift book has entirely 
disappeared from the Christmas counter. 

The year 1906 has been a year of biography. 
As I wrote in my last letter, the LIFR OF 
SIR FREDERICK LEIGHTON ” was sold 
out before publication. The illustrations in 
this book; I have no doubt, helped it as a 
Christmas book, because they were printed 
on separate sheets and bound up with the 
book; and there were dozens ot them. Books 
on Italy and books on France were in great 
demand for Christmas; not specially H- 
lustrated books—that is, books whose - 
lustrations were their chief attraction, but 
books that dealt with some special] feature 
of either of those two countries. 

By way of biography Mr. Herbert Paul's 
„Queen Anne in the Goupil series, pub- 
lished here by Scribners, would have deen a 
great favorite if it had not been for its price. 
Thirty-five dollars is a good deal of money 
to pay for a book, even though it beas hand- 
some a one as this “ Queen Anne.“ The book 
has sold, but to the few, not to the many. 
Historian and artist stood cheek by jow!l in 
this magnificent volume. 

Few of Queen Anne's subjects, he tells 
us— 

Were less fitted to estimate the military genius 
of Marlborough, or the literary genius of Swift. 
re Devoutly attached to the Church of Eng- 
land, simple in her habits, decorous in her life, 
she never showed any power, and seldom any wish, 
to comprehend the great issues of European pol- 
itics, the fierce struggles of political parties which 
were decided and fought out by ber soldiers and 
minister in her name. 

The publishers of this book, the Goupils, 
have been allowed by King Edward to make 
reproductions of several pictures of Windsor 
castle and Kensington palace, while they 
have had special] courtesies from the prince 
of Wales and the National Portrait gallery, 
as well as from many private collections, all 
of which adds great value to a book which, if

Dr. Robertson Nicoll, who is one of the most 
prolific writers in England, being the editor 
of half a dozen publications and a writer 
with many pen names, is, notwithstending 
the amount of his work, always interesting. 
It ie said that his praise or blame can make 
or mar a book. I am not bo sure about the 
marring, but I am confident that he can 
praise a book into popularity. N 

In the latest issue of the British Week- 
ly to reach my desk he discusses the 
best novel of the year, and he names as this 
best. novel Clara Louise Burnham’s “ The 
Opened Shutters "’—not only an American 
book, but a typically American book. “ The 
Opened Shutters,” he says, “ie a perfectly 
charming book, and to me the best novel of 
the year.” Then he goes on to say: 

“The Opened Shutters gave me more delight 
than any other book I have read for a long time, 
and if English readers give it a chance, I am sure 
they will never regret it. Miss Burnham’s work 
is not known to me, though it fis plain that she is 
not a novice. She is a skillful and cultured writer, 
and she knowe bow to construct a plot and how 
to work it out. But these things may be sald of 
others. What is to be said about her in particu- 
lar is that her book is in no ordinary degree 
aweet and wholesome. The sweetness is not Cloy- 
ing. Through all her pages there blows a bracing 
wind of bumor. Her touch 15 light, but she never 
fails to accomplish her purpose. It no doubt 
prejudiced me in her favor to find that the scene 
is laid in New England. 

I have no doubt that Dr. Nicoll had all 
the delight he would have us believe in the 
reading of this book; but I think I know why 
he calls it the best novel of the year—because 
it is “ a thoroughly religious and pure book.“ 
I fancy that religion and purity count more 
with Dr. Nicoll than many other qualities. 
He is a clergyman, the editor of religious 
papers, and the publisher of religious books. 
He was one of the first to encourage Mr. 
J. M. Barrie as a writer, and if I mistake not 
he was the discoverer of Ian Maclaren (the 
Rev. Dr. John Watson). 


What would we do without Miss Marie Co- 
relli? She certainly adds much to the gayety 
of nations. Her latest tirade is called Man's 
War Against Woman,“ which appeared in 
Mr. Pearson's Rapid Review, now called 
the Rapid; a bad change of name. it seems to 
me, because a thing if it is rapid ought to be 
a rapid something, not merely the Rapid— 
which means, according to Webster, “the 
part of a river where the current moves with 
great swiftness, but without actual water- 
fall or cascade.’’ This war, Miss Corelli tells 
us, long, long ago—far away back in 
the dim regions of myth mystery. Adam 
fired the first shot. Mises Ili tells us that 
she is not a “suffragette” but that she 
claims to have as good a right to vote asany 

one. 

From early years I have had to work hard and 
continuously for myself, and I have never been 
indebted to any man for the least assistance or 
suppoit fi tne nracing of my career. On the con- 
trary, many a man bas been indebted to me for 
a helping tend out of Gifficulty. I earn every 
pound I possess; I am a householder, paying rates. 
and taxes, and I employ men who depend upon me 
for their wages, these men having a richt to 
vote, hl I have none. Why, then, do 1 not insist 
on this denied right ?—this political privilege of 
voting? Why? Because, frankly and honestly, I 
o not want it. Again, why? Because, tomy mind. 
the desire for a vote on the part of an 
open confession of weakness, a proof that she lost 
ground, and {is not sure of herself. For if she is 
real women, if she has the natural heritage of 
ber sex, which is the mystic power to persuade, 
enthrall, and subjugate man, she has no need to 
come down from ber throne and mingle in any of 
his political frays, inasmuch as she ie already the 
head and front of government. 

Then Miss Corelli goes on to say that no 
matter how men may sneer or laugh, “ the 
fact remaine that a man is seldom anything 
more than a woman's representative.” 
Hither in business, pleasure, or politica, man 
cannot quite shake off the influence of the 
petticoat. With some of our own political 
troubles in our minds, we feel that we must 
grant Miss Corelli this point. 

Miss Corelli makes good copy.“ No edttor 
could refuse an article from her pen for the 
simple reason that he knows it is going to 
have readers, She is often right in what she 
says; she le perhaps quite as orten wrong. 
No one is always right or always wrong, and 
when she tilts at windmills with her pen one 
ie sure to get, if not much of value certainly 
amusement Jeanette L. dnnn.

All Bostonians admire Bot- 
ticelll, and have a feeling for the rocf of 
the Sistine chapel—to so casual and ad- 
venturous a person as myself, indeed, Bos- 
tom presente a terrible, a terrifying unenim- 
ity of esthetic diecriminations.’ I wee nearly 
brought back to my childhood’s persuasion 
that, after all, there is a right and wrong in

But what he says next, really, is even bet 
ter than what has been quoted. The reason 
that quotation was bfoken off right there 
was that there might be room left for e 
quotation about something else. One gath- 
ers the idea that Mr. Wells finds us who are 
of the Bostonian essence quite ridiculously 
prostrate before historic art of all varieties, 
and very regrettably indifferent to what is 
being done under our noses or what fs likely 
to be done tomorrow. Wells’ text, it is te 
be remembered, is really ‘‘ Tomorrow.” 

Mr. Wells took and confirmed a mighty 
liking ’”’ to our black folk—those gentle, 
human dark skinned people he calls 
them. He tella what was said Booker 
T. Washington to him when the two sat at 
luncheon together. He met my regard 
with the brown, sorrowful eyes of his race."’

human patience and temperance of the man;

He seems to ait waiting—and waiting 
with a marvelous and simple minded pa- 
tiemce—for finer understandings and a 


Wealth,” Corruption,“ State Blindness " 
are to be read rather than quoted from. Let 
it be enough to say that Mr. Wells is more 
considerate to us than we habitually are to 
ourselves when we deal with what is shame- 
ful in our national life. 

I have tried to show,“ he says, the con- 
ception I have formed of the great skein 
of industrial competition that has been tight- 
ening and becoming more and more involved 
through all this century—ilong age, the age 
of blind growth that draws now toward its 
end—until the process threatens to throttle 
individual freedom and individual enterprise 
altogether.

NECESSARY, RAYCROFT SAYS, 


Refusal of Illinots and Wisconsin to 
Accept Recommendations Made by 
Delegates at the Auditorigm Up- 
sets Calculations—Propesition to 
Lengthen Football Season to Seven 
Games May Not Go Through, Dash- 
ing Hopes of Chicago in East. 


Professors of the conference colleges soon 
will have another opportunity to present 
more of their fancies on reforms in college 
athletics of the middle west. A second meet- 
ing of the big nine ’’ delegates to consider 
changes in the old order of affairgisa neces- 
sity through the refusal of Illinois and Wis- 
consin to aceept the recommendations of the 
conference early in December. 

Conference rulings require @ unanimous 
vote on the recommendations. Wisconsin a 
fortnight ago flung down the suggestion of 
the Auditorium meeting and Thursday II- 
linocis decided it could not accept the propo- 
sition to lengthen the season to seven games. 
It is probable the seven other members of 
the conference will not waste time in voting 
on the suggestions. 


Second Meeting Necessary. 

Dr. Raycroft of the University of Chicago 
declared yesterday a second meeting, as in the 
case last winter, is certain. He stated that 
Dr. C. P. Hutchins, athletie director of Wis- 
consin, who is president of the conference, 
will be empowered to call the next assembly. 
The meeting probably will be held early in 
January. 

No bitterness is expected at the gathering 

of the professors, but it is predicted on every 
hand that a warm fight will take place be- 
tween the radicals and coneervatives, be- 
tween those universities which desire a 
change in the law’ of the last year and those 
which wish a continuance of the strenuous 
measures adopted last winter. 
Four colleges—Chicago, Michigan; Indiana, 
and lowa—stand for a letdown in the reform. 
Opposed to these are Wisconsin, Minnesota, 
Purdue, and I[linois, which wish to retain 
more of the old regulations. Northwestern, 
without a football team and generally inac- 
tive, may cast the deciding vote. 


“Violent”? Reforms May Continue. 
The stand pat element seems to be 
more determined in its efforts to keep up the 
campaign of strenuosity begun a year ago. 
and the slightest turn of a hair may result in 
another year of what the athletes generally 
term violent reforms. 

Little hope is held out for a seven game 
season in football, but it is beHeved the dele- 
gates will grant the elimination of the re- 
troactive clause in the three year eligibility 
rule. The other recommendations of the last 
meeting probably also will be passe@ upon 
favorably, according to the genera! belief. 
Chicago’s chances of an eastern game will 
be dashed to pieces if only Ave games are 
permitted next fall. One game away from 
Marshall field is all the maroons will submit 
to, especially as there seems to be little op- 
portunity for scheduling a dig game on 
the home grounds. Minnesota, at Minneapo- 
lis, is the only fixture so far on the Midway 
schedule. 

The maroons probably will not be able to 
play Michigan and Wisconsin, if the trio suc- 
ceed in getting together and bury the hatchet. 
In a five game schedule Chicago cannot take 
on more than two teams of the first class. 
It is barely possible Wisconsin may have a 
vastly inferior team, in which case a Chicago- 
Wisconsin contest might be one of the early 
games. 


WANTS JOINT FOOTBALL BODY. 


Intercollegiate Athletic Association of 
United States Will Name Commit- 
tee to Talk Rules. 


New York, Dec. 28.—[{Special.}]—The Inter- 
collegiate Athietic Association of the United 
States is to hold its annual convention at 
the Murray Hill hotel tomorrow. Prem 
nary to the convention the executive com- 
mittee met tonight and outlined the business 
to come up tomorrow. 

The executive committee was made up of 
Capt. Palmer E. Pierce, Went Point, chair- 
man; Prof. Louis Bevier, Rutgers; Prof. 
Henry D. Wild, Williams; Prof. Herbert 
Welch; Ohio Wesleyan; Prof. Frank Strong, 
Kansas university, and Prof. W. L. Dudley, 
Vanderbilt university. Profs. Welch and 
Strong were not present tonight.
